SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
Ev en thoug h Gov . Edmund G. 
Brown decided not to submit 
g ov ernmental re-org anization 
to the special session of the 
19 60 leg islature, there is still 
hope that some ty pe of pro­ 
g ram will be carried out when 
the 19 61 session conv enes. 


This hope is streng thened 
by the receipt of two reports 
on re-org anization, the first 
from a g ov ernor's committee, 
and the second from a so-call­ 
ed “ task force” made up of 
state employ ees. 


BOTH REPORTS are com­ 
prehensiv e and g enerally fol­ 
low the theory of consolida­ 
tion of state ag encies i n t o 
major related 
g roups, with 
not more than nine heads of 
the ag encies directly responsi­ 
ble to the g ov ernor. 
The need for re-org aniza­ 
tion has been apparent for 
some time, and as the g ov er­ 
nor pointed out when he hand­ 
ed the reports to the leg isla­ 
ture for study , there are now 
363 
separate 
departments, 
commissions, boards, and com­ 
mittees which are d i r e c t l y 
responsible to the g ov ernor. 
He said that on the basis of 
251 working day s in the y ear, 
he could not dev ote a sing le 
day to the problems of each 
g ov ernmenta l 
a g c n e y 
for 
which he is responsible. 


THE GOVERNOR’S state­ 
ment also holds hope of g et­ 
ting rid of some of the out­ 
moded g ov ernmental ag encies 
the 
usefulness of which has 
ex pired. 


“ There are out-moded g ov ­ 
ernmental bodies which need 
only to be identified • to be 
abolished because they serv e 
no long er any real purpose,'’ 
the g ov ernor said. “ There are 
others whose functions so du­ 
plicate or ov erlap as to de­ 
mand that either one be elim­ 
inated or that the two be con­ 
solidated. 
“ And there is throug hout 
state g ov ernment a mple ev i­ 
dence that strea mlining and 
ov erhaul will sav e money , im­ 
prov e state serv ices, and make 
the elected representa tiv es of 
the people— the g ov ernor, the 


other constitutional officers, 


and the leg islature — once 


more the full master of this 
h u g e s t a t e g ov ernmenta l 


structure.” 


IN THE TWO r e p o r t s , 


there is no recommenda tions 
for the elimina tion of any of 
the sta te’s constitutional offi­ 
cers. Althoug h this was con­ 
sidered, such a furor broke 
loose when first word of the 
thinking was made public last 
fall, the g ov ernor and his two 
g roups halted any continua ­ 
tion of these plans. 


There may be, the g ov ernor 
conceded, 
some 
cha ng e 
of 
functions of some of the con­ 
stitutional officers, but there 
will be retention of the of­ 
fices. 
The Leg islature now' has the 
reports and a tremendous job 
in carry ing out the final rec­ 
ommenda tions or substituting 
something that will carry out 
the purposes of re-org aniza­ 
tion. If accomplished, it will 
be a worth-while project.

What is it like, the life 
of a doug hnut maker? 
One doug hnut maker, Mor­ 
ris Carlson, owner of the Do- 
Nut Kettle in Mill Valley , say s 
its a little upside down but 
“ People are e a t i n g m o r e 
doug hnuts than ev er.” 
Carlson, who is called Mor- 
ry , leads a rev erse ty pe of 
life in that he g oes to bed at 
5 p.m. and g ets up at 11 at 
which time he has “ breakfast 
with his wife. His wife, J ackie 
stay s up with the four y oung ­ 
sters for the ev ening , puts 
them to bed and after “ break­ 
fast,” g oes to bed herself. 
“ Life,” she say s, “ is nothing 
but doug hnuts.” 
Here's the doug hnut mak­ 
er’s day : 


GET UP AT 11 p m , talk 
to the wufe and hav e break­ 
fast. Go to shop at 72 East 
Blithedale av enue at midnig ht 
and mix and make doug hnuts. 
At 6 a m., jump into truck 
and make wholesale deliv ery 
to 17 places in Southern Ma­ 
nn — Sausahto, Marin City , 
Corte Madera, Tiburon and 
Belv edere. 
Open Do-Nut Kettle Restau­ 
rant at 8 a m. At 9 :30 take a 
nap. 
Middle meal at 
noon, 
same as ordinary folks. Make 
more doug hnut mix or icing 
and g o home at 2 p m. to v isit 
familv . Dinner at 4 30 with 
wife and Karen. 12. I« ance. 6. 
Duane. 4. and Rodney , fiv e 
months. Then to bed and it s 
not easy to g o to bed at fiv e. 
Carlson say s, just when y ou 
want to he w’ith y our family. 
Carlson, who liv es at 134 
Grenada Driv e, Corte Madera, 
say s he has liv ed this rev erse 
life for about a y ear and a 
half and has owned the shop 
for three y ears. 


THE THING about doug h­ 
nuts. he said, is timing . “ W hen 
y ou start working with doug h­ 
nuts. y ou can't stop until y ou 
finish fry ing because the rais­ 
ing . icing and fry ing all must 
be timed.” 
Timing is also important as 
far as freshness at deliv ery is 


concerned. This is w'hy Carl­ 
son makes doug hnuts at mid­ 
nig ht. He admits that some 
people prefer day -old doug h­ 
nuts. “ I sa v e them for certa in 
customers.” 
Carlson said that, according 
to a Baker’s J ournal he sub­ 
scribes to, people are ea ting 
more pastry ' than ev er 
and 
this g oes for doug hnuts too. 
The doug hnuts are made 
from a specia l formula pre­ 
pared for Carlson by a baking 
supply compa ny . The 32-y ear- 
old baker adds v arious ing re­ 
dients for different ty pes of 
doug hnuts 
such 
as 
v anilla, 
milk, wa ter and eg g s. 


HE MAKES THREE main 
ty pes of doug hnuts — raised 
potato, old fashioned and im­ 
perial. In the raised potato 
ty pe there are the 
g lazed, 
twist, custard bars, sug ared 
and cinna mon rolls. Old fa sh­ 
ioned ones come in cinnamon 
and g lazed, while the imperial 
cake arc like the old fashion­ 
ed ex cept with less spice. 
Icing is mix ed by hand w'ith 
a wire whip in a 50 - quart 
bowl. Doug hnut materials are 
mix ed electrically . Doug hnuts 
are rolled and cut by hand, 
then dropped into deep fat 
for fry ing until the “ color is 
just rig ht.” 
If v ou happen to be g oing 
down East Blithedale at about 
2 or 3 in the morning , y ou 
mig ht see Carlson rolling and 
cutting in the window of his 
shop with the aroma of bak­ 
ing doug hnuts wafting o u t 
throug h a v entilator. But y ou 
can just g o on by ; the shop 
is closed

He 
will hav e to campaig n harder 
than ev er — in West V irg ima, 
in Indiana, and in Oreg on. 


IT WAS no boon to Vice 
President Nix on to run third 
in a v ote total in a state which 
went for Eisenhower in both 
19 52 and 19 56. It is possible 
for him to draw comfort from 
receiv ing 343.000 v otes in an 
uncontested race, but not v ery 
rea ssuring when put along 
side the Kennedy -Humphrey 
v ote of 8 44.000 and the fact 
that 
the 
Democratic 
loser, 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey , out- 
drew him in normally Repub­ 
lican farm-v otc districts. 
In losing , Sen. Humphrey 
did not lose calamitously . His 
popular v ote and his winning 
of one-third of the 3 1 dele­ 
g ates 
constituted 
a 
better 
showing than many thoug ht 
possible. 
Realistically 
Sen. 
Humphrey has nev er been a 
solid contender. The Wiscon­ 
sin results do not make him 
one. But he does surv iv e to 
oppose Mr. Kennedy ag ain in 
W est Virg inia and lie will be 
in a position to ex ert influ­ 
ence on the ultima te decision.

mary is sig nifica ntly neg ativ e; 
that is, it is now quite prob­ 
able that the balance of power 
will not be in K ennedy ’s hands 
when the balloting beg ins at 
the Los Ang eles conv ention.

Relig ion emerg ed as a v is­ 
ible factor in Wisconsin. How 
decisiv e a factor will h av e to 


await the most detailed com­ 
pilation of v oting by districts. 


But the broad fact is that Ken­ 
nedy ran far ahead in areas 
with a heav y Catholic popu­ 
lation and that Humphrey ran 
better in Protestant areas. The 
Catholic districts, v oting for 
him v ery solidly , g av e Ken­ 
nedy most of his marg in of 
v ictory . It is also ev ident tha t 
Kennedy wras benefited far 
more by Catholic v oters than 
he was penalized by Protes­ 
tant v oters. 


OBVIOUSLY M X O N was 
not hurt bey ond repair. He 
piled up quite a sizable v ote 
in a primary in w'hich the 
competitiv e incentiv e was all 
on the other side. But w’hen 
y ou beg in to run behind Ken­ 
nedy and Adlai Stev enson in 
the polls and then run behind 
both Kennedy and Humphrey 
in a primary , it doesn’t help. 
Two outsta nding winners of 
Wisconsin primaries in recent 
times — Harold Stassen and 
Sen. Estes Kefa uv er — nev er 
g ot nea r the nomination. 
And Nix on can reflect on

He takes over 
the helm as senior m em ber of 
the cabinet, but will not serve 
as acting prime minister, For­ 
eign Minister Eric Louw said. 
But Sauer w ill preside at cabi­ 
net meetings.

Sauer told Parliament the

woerd’s course, adding “t h e 
rest of the cabinet will see that 
peace and order are maintain­ 
ed.”

Not Expected To 
Alter Africa Policy 


JOHANNESBURG, South Af­ 
rica W — An anti-government 
newspaper reported today that 
ithe assassination attempt on 
Prime Minister Hendrik Ver- 
woerd may have injured the 
government chief much more 
severely than his doctors have 
admitted. 
Johannesburg's Rand Daily 
Mail, one of the leading oppon­ 
ents of Vanwoerd's racial poli­ 
cies, said the two bullets which 
struck the prime minister in 
the head ‘’may have caused 
damage 
which 
could 
impair 
his speech, his sense of bal­ 
ance. his hearing and possibly 
his 
mental 
state 
for 
some 
time.” 
In any case, said the paper, 
Verwoerd is likely to be “a 
long time recovering.” 
An afternoon medical bul­ 
letin said Verwoerd is still 
weak ‘ but he is continuing 
to make progress. Reassur­ 
ance can be given that there 
is no sign of paralysis and, 
according 
to the 
progress 
made so far, paralysis is not 
expected.” 
Stronger security g u a r d s 
were assigned government min­ 
isters, as leaders of the ruling 
National Party met to discuss 
who would take over the reins 
of government as acting prime 
minister. 
Nationalist newspapers indi­ 
cated the shooting of the prime 
minister by a wealthy British- 
born farmer Saturday would 
bring no modification of the 
government's racial policy. 
Heated 
passions 
aroused 
by the assassination attempt 
brought pleas for calmness 
in the nation ridden by racial 
strife for the last t h r e e 
weeks. 
Only scattered violence was 
reported over the weekend. At 
Veeplaats. a small Negro set­ 
tlement near Port Elizabeth, a 
wooden church burned to the 
ground and arson was suspect­ 
ed. 
While thousands prayed for 
the recovery of Verwoerd at 
church services yesterday, gov­ 
ernment forces kept up raids 
on Negro settlements. 
More than 600 police backed 
by 1.000 troops swept into Cato 
Manor, a big slum district out­ 
side the east coast city of Dur­ 
ham and a hotbed of resistance 
to Verwoerds white suprem­ 
acy law's. 
More than 300 Africans were 
picked up, and 143 were held 
after the raid police said was 
to stamp 
out 
agitators 
and 
‘‘gangster” 
elements. 
In the 
eight-hour shack - by - s h a c k 
tearch, a truckload of spears, 
knives, axes and seven sticks 
of dynamite were seized.

Anal 
fissures often become infected and 
burrowing of the infection may 
result in formation of a fistula. 
Cure of a chronc anal fissure (or 
an anal fistula if one has formed) 
requires removal of all involved 
tissue and is mainly a surgical 
matter.

Ask any Marinite to name his favorite 
wildflower, chances are strong he will 
say without hesitation, “The California 
poppy, what else'/' 


Such is the affection in which many 
Californians regard our state flower. 


Besides being a truly handsome sight, 
the California poppy, which is in full 
bloom now on Marin’s hills and mea­ 
dows, is symbolic of our state's history. 


It was given its scientific name, csch- 
scholtzia californica, by a botanist on a 
Russian expedition to the Bay Region 
about the time they laid claim to North­ 
ern California and established a settle­ 
ment at Fort Ross. Even in czarist times, 


it appears the Russians produced some 
keen scientists. 
Coming into California from Mexico, 
the early Spanish, with their romantic 
imaginations, saw the fields of brilliant 
orange poppies and called them ‘ copas 
de oro — cups of gold. 
When the Americans arrived on the 
scene, they too admired these flowers 
and called them simply, “California pop­ 
pies,” and made them our state flower. 
This handsome blossom with the Rus- 
sian-Spanish-American names is a sym­ 
bol of spring in Marin, as in the rest of 
the state. As a flower, a symbol or a his­ 
torical conversation piece, the California 
poppy is intriguing.

Dr. Joel Hildebrand, presi­

SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
Even though Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown decided not to submit 
governmental re-orgamzation 
to the special session of the 
1960 legislature, there is still 
hope that some type of pro­ 
gram will be carried out when 
the 1961 session convenes. 


This hope is strengthened 
by the receipt of two reports 
on re-organization, the first 
from a governor’s committee, 
and the second from a so-call­ 
ed “task force” made up of 
state employees. 


BOTH REPORTS are com­ 
prehensive and generally fol­ 
low the theory of consolida­ 
tion of state agencies i n t o 
major related groups, with 
not more than nine heads of 
the agencies directly responsi­ 
ble to the governor. 
The need for re-organiza­ 
tion has been apparent for 
some time, and as the gover­ 
nor pointed out when he hand­ 
ed the reports to the legisla­ 
ture for study, there are now 
363 
separate 
departments, 
commissions, boards, and com­ 
mittees which are d i r e c 1 1 y 
responsible to the governor. 
He said that on the basis of 
251 working days in the year, 
he could not devote a single 
day to the problems of each 
governmental a g e n c y for 
which he is responsible. 


THE GOVERNOR’S state­ 
ment also holds hope of get­ 
ting rid of some of the out­ 
moded governmental agencies 
the usefulness of which has 
expired. 


“There are out-moded gov­ 
ernmental bodies which need 
only to be identified • to be 
abolished because they serve 
no longer any real purpose,” 
the governor said. “There are 
others whose functions so du­ 
plicate or overlap as to de­ 
mand that either one be elim­ 
inated or that the two be con­ 
solidated. 
“And there is throughout 
state government ample evi­ 
dence that streamlining and 
overhaul will save money, im­ 
prove state services, and make 
the elected representatives of 
the people—the governor, the 


other constitutional officers, 
and the legislature — once 
more the full master of this 
h u g e s t a t e governmental 
structure.” 


IN THE TWO r e p o r t s , 
there is no recommendations 
for the elimination of any of 
the state’s constitutional offi­ 
cers. Although this was con­ 
sidered, such a furor broke 
loose when first word of the 
thinking was made public last 
fall, the governor and his two 
groups halted any continua­ 
tion of these plans. 


There may be. the governor 
conceded, 
some 
change 
of 
functions of some of the con­ 
stitutional officers, but there 
will be retention of the of­ 
fices. 
The Legislature now has the 
reports and a tremendous job 
in carrying out the final rec­ 
ommendations or substituting 
something that will carry out 
the purposes of re-organiza­ 
tion. If accomplished, it will 
be a worth-while project.

What is it like, the life 
of a doughnut maker? 
One doughnut maker, Mor­ 
ris Carlson, owner of the Do- 
Nut Kettle in Mill Valley, says 
its a little upside down but 
“People are e a t i n g m o r e 
doughnuts than ever.’’ 
Carlson, who is called Mor- 
ry, leads a reverse type of 
life in that he goes to bed at 
5 p.m. and gets up at 11 at 
which time he has “breakfast 
with his wife. His wife, Jackie 
stays up with the four young­ 
sters for the evening, puts 
them to bed and after break­ 
fast,” goes to bed herself. 
“ Life,” she says, “is nothing 
but doughnuts.” 
Here’s the doughnut mak­ 
e r’s day: 


GET UP AT 11 p.m., talk 
to the wife and have break­ 
fast. Go to shop at 72 East 
Blithedale avenue at midnight 
and mix and make doughnuts. 
At 6 a.m., jump into truck 
and make wholesale delivery 
to 17 places in Southern Ma­ 
rin — Sausalito. Marin City, 
Corte Madera, Tiburon and 
Belvedere. 
Open Do-Nut Kettle Restau­ 
rant at 8 a.m. At 9:30 take a 
nap. Middle meal at noon, 
same as ordinary folks. Make 
more doughnut mix or icing 
and go home at 2 p.m. to visit 
family. Dinner at 4:30 with 
wife and Karen, 12, I^ance. 6, 
Duane, 4, and Rodney, five 
months. Then to bed and it s 
not easy to go to bed at five. 
Carlson says, just when you 
want to be with your family. 
Carlson, who lives at 134 
Grenada Drive, Corte Madera, 
says he has lived this reverse 
life for about a year and a 
half and has owned the shop 
for three years. 


THE THING about dough­ 
nuts. he said, is timing. “VV hen 
you start working with dough­ 
nuts. you can’t stop until you 
finish frying because the rais­ 
ing, icing and frying all must 
be timed.” 
Timing is also important as 
far as freshness at delivery is 


concerned. This is why Carl- 
son makes doughnuts at mid­ 
night. He admits that some 
people prefer day-old dough­ 
nuts. “I save them for certain 
customers.” 
Carlson said that, according 
to a Baker’s Journal he sub­ 
scribes to, people are eating 
more pastry than ever — and 
this goes for doughnuts too. 
The doughnuts are made 
from a special formula pre­ 
pared for Carlson by a baking 
supply company. The 32-year- 
old baker adds various ingre­ 
dients for different types of 
doughnuts such as vanilla, 
milk, water and eggs. 


HE MAKES THREE main 
types of doughnuts — raised 
potato, old fashioned and im­ 
perial. In the raised potato 
type there are the glazed, 
twist, custard bars, sugared 
and cinnamon rolls. Old fash­ 
ioned ones come in cinnamon 
and glazed, while the imperial 
cake are like the old fashion­ 
ed except with less spice. 
Icing is mixed by hand with 
a wire whip in a 5 0 -q u art 
bowl. Doughnut materials are 
mixed electrically. Doughnut* 
are rolled and cut by hand, 
then dropped into deep fat 
for frying until the “color is 
just right.” 
If you happen to be going 
down East Blit hedale at about 
2 or 3 in the morning, you 
might see Carlson rolling and 
cutting in the window of his 
shop with the aroma of bak­ 
ing doughnuts wafting o u t 
through a ventilator. Rut you 
can just go on by; the shop 
is closed.

WASHINGTON — The cen­ 
tral consequence of the highly 
publicized Wisconsin primary 
is that both the Democratic 
and Republican nominations 
are as much in doubt as be­ 
fore _ if not more so. 


It was no steamroller run­ 
away for Sen. John Kennedy. 
His 106.000-vote victory was 
substantial, but not as sub­ 
stantial as his supporters had 
expected or s u b s t a n t i a l 
enough to give him a non­ 
stop track to Los Angeles. He 
will have to campaign harder 
than ever — in West Virginia, 
in Indiana, and in Oregon. 


IT WAS no boon to Vice 
President Nixon to run third 
in a vote total in a state which 
went for Eisenhower in both 
1952 and 1956. It is possible 
for him to draw comfort from 
receiving 343,000 votes in an 
uncontested race, but not very 
reassuring w'hen put along 
side the Kennedy-Humphrey 
vote of 844,000 and the fact 
that 
the 
Democratic 
loser, 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, out- 
drew him in normally Repub­ 
lican farm-vote districts. 
In losing, Sen. Humphrey 
did not lose calamitously. His 
popular vote and his winning 
of one-third of the 31 dele­ 
gates 
constituted 
a 
better 
showing than many thought 
possible. 
Realistically 
Sen. 
Humphrey has never been a 
solid contender. The Wiscon­ 
sin results do not make him 
one. But he does survive to 
oppose Mr. Kennedy again in 
West Virginia and lie will be 
in a position to exert influ­ 
ence on the ultimate decision.

o f t h is means, 1 
think, that the Wisconsin pri­ 
mary is significantly negative; 
that is, it is now quite prob­ 
able that the balance of power 
will not be in Kennedy’s hands 
when the balloting begins at 
the Los Angeles convention. 
It is still an open race. 
Religion emerged as a vis­ 
ible factor in Wisconsin. How 
decisive a factor will have to 


await the most detailed com­ 
pilation of voting by districts. 
But the broad fact is that Ken­ 
nedy ran far ahead in areas 
with a heavy Catholic popu­ 
lation and that Humphrey ran 
better in Protestant areas. The 
Catholic districts, voting for 
him very solidly, gave Ken­ 
nedy most of his margin of 
victory. It is also evident that 
Kennedy wras benefited far 
more by Catholic voters than 
he was penalized by Protes* 
tant voters. 


OBVIOUSLY N I X O N wai 
not hurt beyond repair. He 
piled up quite a sizable vote 
in a primary in which the 
competitive incentive was all 
on the other side. But when 
you begin to run behind Ken­ 
nedy and Adlai Stevenson in 
the polls and then run behind 
both Kennedy and Humphrey 
in a primary, it doesn’t help. 
Two outstanding winners of 
Wisconsin primaries in recent 
times — Harold Stassen and 
Sen. Estes Kefauver — never 
got near the nomination. 
And Nixon can reflect on 
the fact that two presidential 
contenders were rewarded de­ 
spite the fact that they did 
badly

If t h e r e is an additional 
amount to be refunded, the fil­ 
ing of an amended return will 
result in your receiving the ad­ 
ditional refund. 
You can file an amended re­ 
turn at any time where addi­ 
tional tax is due, and pay the 
additional tax and interest and 
penalties. 
You can file an amended re­ 
turn and claim any additional 
refunds at any time within 
three years of the due date of 
the return you wish to amend, 
or within two years from the 
time you paid the tax—which­ 
ever is the longer period.

GIFTS

You have read mystery nov­ 
els where the plot turns on a 
“freak’’ will. 
Susie can’t marry, because 
if she does she loses her estate 
under 
her 
late uncle’s will. 
Fact 
is 
the 
courts wouldn't 
waste much time on such a 
will. Most likely it would hand 
the property over to Susie any­ 
way; the law regards provi­ 
sions in restraint of marriage 
as against public policy and 
courts as a rule will not carry 
them out. 
Since the courts interpreting 
wills cannot read the testator’s 
mind the rules are quite strict: 
Let’s say you are the apple 
of your Uncle l^ouis’ eye. and | 
you don’t want those other rel­ 
atives to cut in. So you help 
him draw his will leaving ev­ 
erything to you. Then you and 
the gardener sign the will as 


witnesses. 
Do you get his whole estate? 
Not in California, or else­ 
where. 
Since you are not a disinter­ 
ested witness, a court at most 
would let you get only what 
you would get if Uncle Louis 
had left no will at all. 
C a n 
you 
control 
others 
through your will? 
You cannot leave property 
to someone only on condition 
she 
never 
marry. 
Yet 
you 
might leave it to your Emily 
until she marries. 
In Emily’s case you would 
be 
reasonably providing for 
your daughter until she m ar­ 
ries, afterward her husband 
would provide for her. 
Other problems: You may 
save taxes sometimes by giv-l 
ing 
some 
of 
your p ro p e rty ; 
away while you live. 


It is true. alas, that members 
of a family can get pretty riled I 
over a will. If they think you 
have 
treated 
them 
u n fairly ! 


they may raise a fuss: Perhaps 
contest the will. 
So with a little foresight you 
can get your will drafted to 
settle 
disputes 
before 
they 
arise and still carry out your 
deepest wishes. 
Such wills seldom turn up 
in 
detective 
stories 
or 
in 
court contests.
